So the police commission had 
to take a meeting with its best- 
known employee. It chose to

rather than reprimand him. 

Commission chair Bob Dean 
and vice-chair Kathy Grieve ner- 
vously answered reporters’ ques- 
tions. Does Dean have confidence 
in Lindsay, as a police chief? He 
paused, thought about what to 
say, then spoke: “I do — now.” 

So, was there a time when he 
didn’t have confidence in 
Lindsay? Grieves interjects: 
“There is confidence now.” 

Which means the chief got out 
of the meeting on his good looks 
and winning smile. But he won't 
be around much longer. 

Had the commission fired Lind- 
say, there would be an enormous

Or, Lindsay might be 
able to graciously retire, suggest- 
ing he’s leaving of his own 
accord, just in case some 
Edmontonians might come to 
doubt their police force, even in 
the face of these unproven and 
hurtful allegations. 

Chief John Lindsay got off like 
a young offender this time. But 
his days in power are numbered 
and for good reason.

Drug overdose killed Bertrar 


Quadriplegic couldn’t have taken drugs himself

isabled panhandler Rick Bertram died of an over- 
| ee of drugs. And one close friend suggests the 
lethal combination of Methadone and Diazepam 
could not have been self-administered. 

SEE Magazine has learned that the medical exam- 
iner’s office report states the cause of death as 
Methadone and Diazepam toxicity. 

The finding has Bertram’s friends upset. Michael 
Walters, editor of a street magazine called Our Voice, 
worked with Bertram in 1996. Walters can’t believe 
Bertram abused drugs. 

“This raises some serious questions, because he 
obviously didn’t overdose himself,” Walters said. “He 
needed people to feed him, to (give him) pills orally 
or to inject (him).”

The medical examiner's office would not say how 
Bertram ingested the drugs. And although Walters 
said he never knew the wheelchair-bound man to be a 
“user of any kind” he didn’t rule out the possibility 
that Bertram was abusing them. 

Diazepam is a prescription drug with a wide range 
of uses, from the treatment of anxiety disorders to the 
prevention of seizures. It is known by several brand 
names, most commonly Valium. Methadone is a syn- 
thetic narcotic drug used to ease symptoms of heroin 
withdrawal. It is also prescribed to manage pain in 
palliative care settings and is dispensed, on occasion, 
to patients not restricted to hospitals or other health- 
care facilities. 

Bertram died at his west-end apartment July 22. 
Police are calling the death of the 38-year-old panhan- 
dler, born with cerebral palsy and severely disabled, 
“suspicious.” 

Police say both Valium and Methadone are widely 
used street drugs and easily accessible in Edmonton. 

Chris Mayberry, head of the Alberta Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Commission's opiate dependency pro- 
gram, said there are 287 Alberta drug addicts who 
receive Methadone as part of their treatment. 
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Rick Bertram died of an overdose of 
Methadone and Diazepam. 


Mayberry said those patients must report to a phay 
macy at an appointed time each day, when the 
receive their prescribed dose of Methadone 
Pharmacy staff dissolve the narcotic in orange jui 
and patients are required to drink the concoc' io; 
under observation, she said. 

But there are some exceptions. When patients a 
leaving town, they can be given enough of the drug i 
last four days. Patients pay up to $10 per dose. 

Mayberry said doses range from 50 to 90 mil 
ligrams, with the average daily prescription weighing 
in at 65 mg. That amount, she said, is potent. If a per 
son had never taken the drug before, “45 mg. woul 
probably render you unconscious” and it wouldn' 
take much more to kill a person. 

Dr. David Cook, a professor of pharmacology ai thq 
University of Alberta, said it would be rare for a per 
son to have prescriptions for both Methadone an 
Valium. Both drugs, he points out, act on the cent 
nervous system and don’t mix well. Both suppress «hq 
respiratory system, so their combined use would bé 
unusual. 

‘Tm not saying it (prescriptions for both drugs) § 
an absolute contra-indication, but in a lot of situations 
it would make you nervous.” 

It would be “quite difficult” for a person to die of a 
overdose of Valium alone, he said, but Methadone 
more potent and more dangerous. 

He agrees with the police assessment that botl 
drugs are commonly abused. 

“And if the Methadone a person took was illici 
Methadone, then God knows what the’strength was 0 
what was in it,” he said. 

A person who took both drugs “would beconi 
unconscious and stop breathing.”

Bob Wiseman, or Colin Cripps, getting recognition 
just as Ford Pier isn’t as automatic as one would 
think 

“It’s not as though I can count on all of the peo- 
ple that went to all of those shows to come to see 
all of my shows,” he says. “I don’t think that any- 
body actually remembers my name.” 

He says that if his solo work isn’t always as 
accessible as those acts he’s known for perform- 


ing with, that has also been perhaps an issue. 


“What I’ve realized recently is that a lot of it is a 
little too out there for people who just want a 
tuneful song of one stripe or another, and people 
who crave something a little more out there or 


aggressive find it to have a little too much in com- 
mon with straightforward pop. Basically it’s a 
cross between all things to all men and nothing to 
anybody.” 

The former Edmontonian is currently touring 
with Hille and doing some shows on his own to 
promote his second solo album, 12-Step Plan, i 1- 
Step Pier. Eclectic would be a simplistic way to 
describe what he does, a term often associated 
with Wiseman, a comparison Pier admits he’s 
heard before. 

“He. (Wiseman) doesn’t understand where that 
comes from and I only do to a slightly greater 
degree.” Like Wiseman, Pier investigates a lot of 
different things and tangles with different sounds 
and different arrangements. “There aren’t a great 
many people like that, especially in the broader 
context of Canadian campus radio for instance, 
and (Wiseman’s) an obvious benchmark.” 

His approach has a lot to do with what he lis- 
tened to and watched while growing up here. A 
diversity, created by local bands having to join 
forces to put on shows had a big effect. 

“If there was going to be a show, then there 
were going to be a number of different people on 
the bill. You would have some pretty strange bed- 
fellows on there, like SNFU playing with k.d. lang, 
playing with the Malibu Kens or whatever, and if 
there was going to be a show then it was going to 
be diverse like that, otherwise you wouldn't be 
able to pay for it.” 

He has fond memories of those times and he 
looks back with a longing for that past. Times, he 
says, have changed, to where every genre has 
developed a unwillingness to listen outside the 
box. 

“I think that was very healthy. There got to be 
in the mid-80s more of an audience for indepen- 
dent live music. The unfortunate side-effect of 
that was a fragmentation and an insistence upon 
scenes — pop scene, a punk scene, ska scene, a 
mod scene and all these different scenes — which 
encourages its practitioners as well as its fans

Like, hey 
David, how’s the night shift at the 
post office? “Oh geez, we played 
last night in Chilliwack, about an 
hour and a half outside of Van- 
couver. We started about 11:15, 

played the set, loaded the van up, 

drove back, dropped the guys off, 

and I had to go right straight to 
from \ there. It’s brutal.”

eathead Records is an indie 
Ml label out of Thunder Bay that 

was conceived in 1992 to dis 
tribute a seven-inch single by local 
band Headcramp. The label has 
since released two CDs by the 
same band, a CD, two seven-inch- 
es and a home video by The Dinks, 
two local compilations, Thunder 
Bay Compilation and It Came 
From Thunder Bay, and four vol- 
umes of a compilation series 
called An Anthology Of 
Underground Music In Canada. 

Label head Eric Weller is cur- 

rently soliciting Canadian indepen- 
dent acts to contribute tracks for a 
10-CD box set and would hate to 
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see Alberia neglected; so. consider 
this the pitch. 

“This is Meathead Records’ 10th 
CD release and we not only want- 
ed to do something special, we 
wanted to do something that has 
never been done before. We want- 
ed to make a CD box set of all- 
Canadian, all-independent music, 
and make it really unique,” says 











Weller. “We also wanted to be able 
to retail them for around $40 dol- 
lars which makes it comparable in 
price to buying two or three regu- 
lar CDs” 

“Not only will it contain 10 full 
length CDs, it'll have a booklet, a 
poster, be loaded with stickers, 
and other fun stuff. It will all be 
housed in a cool box OR, what 
we're hoping to get, metal circular 
film cans — which would be really 
cool. If we can’t get the cans or 
afford them, we'll stick with the 
box. At any rate, it will be very 
attractive, cool and should stand 
out among other box sets. The 
super low price won’t hurt either. 
It will be distributed by Indie Pool 
which will make it available to just 
about every store in the country.” 

The release will be limited to 
1,000 sets. Participating artists will 
have the option to purchase 
advance copies. The early deadline 
is Nov. 15, and should more artists 
be needed to fill 10 CDs, Dec. 15 
will be the late deadline. The sets 
should be assembled quickly and 
be ready (barring unforeseen diffi- 
culties ) for sale by January or 
February 2000. 

Weller is from the indie band 
Dink, so the venture should prove 
to be artist-oriented. 

“This is free to get on. No strings 
attached. Nothing to buy. Nothing 
to pay for,” Weller stresses. “Just 
send us your best song on CD, 
CDR, high quality cassette, DAT 
(not recommended), or whatever. 
The artist retains all copyrights 
and legal stuff, we will only use 
the song for this one'release:” 

Compensation to bands will 
likely only come in the form of 
royalties through SOCAN, but 
mechanical royalties will be con- 
sidered. The release is primarily a 
promotional one and serves to rep- 
resent and profile the independent 
scene to new audiences. 

“The CD box set will be promot- 
ed in the usual way. Radio, music 
videos, print media, Internet. Not 
on a huge scale, but since this will 
be a special release and very 
unique, it should be reasonably 
easy to get good press coverage. 
We are a small label, but it should 
be easy to get the word out. I’m 
sure the many, many artists on the 
set will do their part as well."

There has been huge hoopla 
around Sony corporation’s 
impending release of the Memory 
Stick Walkman, a player slightly 
larger than a credit, card that is an 
80-minute storage pnit. The device 
is capable of playing music down 
loaded from the Internet, or trans- 
ferred to a CD fro a computer's 
hard disc. } 

However, the big brouhaha now 
is that recording and playback is 
only achievable by compatibility 
with Sony’s encryption system. 
Because the Memory Stick is 
designed to play only music that 
has been encrypted with Sony's 
system, users will have to pur- 
chase songs prepared in that for- 
mat and would not be able to pla) 
music downloaded for free from 
Web sites. Users would transfer 
music from their computers to the 
Memory Stick via a thumb-sized 
rectangular card called a Magic 
Gate Memory Stick. 

Sony may be in trouble with this 
one. In this marketplace, it is the 
user who decides the standard; 
and this unit is not user-friendly. It 
was not that long ago the con- 
sumer chose VHS videotape stan- 
dard over Sony’s Betamax video- 
tape format. And, the Sony mini- 
disc did not take off as expected 
because of the customer having {0 
purchase the Sony recorder and 
mini-discs as their only usage 
option. An expensive price tag and 
the ability only to play music in a 
proprietary format may make it 
difficult for Sony to trail blaze the 
digital download music market 
with the purported ground-break- 
ing Memory Stick.

Asa premise, it’s not too bad; mistaken-identity stuff 
can be hilarious and the small-town jokes might have a 
few ounces left in it. Caper movies have, in the past, not 
been horrible. Even queer gags are fall-down funny if 
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they're done right. Here, they are not. 

The amateurishness of the listless, 
laughless, lifeless script is every- 
where evident. In a scene where 
Northam’s chatting with lady 
banker/love interest (except she 
thinks he’s gay) Ally Walker, an air- 
raid siren goes off. Banker-lady 
freaks out. It seems the civil defense, 
fire alert and the bank's alarm sys- 
tem are all wired into the same circuit and the switch is 
in the sheriff's office.

She keeps the camera lingering on 
Polley’s body — which isn’t inappropriate, 
since it’s also the object of Connie’s 
(Stephen Rea) attention through most of 
the film. 

Guinevere tells the story of a modern 
May-December romance set in San 
Francisco. 

Harper (Polley) is 20, with a bachelor of 
arts, and from a family of attorneys who all 
expect her to follow them to law school. 
But Harper rebels when she is swept off her 
feet by aging, Bohemian photographer 
Connie. All it takes is a pet name, a snap- 
shot and an Irish accent and Connie has 
Harper living with him and submitting to 
his dubious tutelage about life, art, whatev- 
er. 
Through all that follows, Harper is 
charmingly dim about the fact that she’s 
being taken advantage of. You'd think she 
would have suspected something when she 
first showed up to Connie’s place to find 
him in a screaming match with Sandra Oh. 
Finally, Billie (Gina Gershon) has to tell 
poor Harper that she’s the latest in a series 
of Guineveres and that Connie intends to

"T his is your life and it’s end- 
ing one minute at a time,” is 
the advisory coming from 


Tyler Durden, the protagonist of 


the much vaunted film Fight Club, 
4 movie which will be mistaken as 
an aggressive treatise on violence, 
but it is really about the faltering 
millennial male psyche. 

The story, in brief, is about a 
man (Ed Norton) who has suc- 
cumbed to the IKEA philosophy 
(purchase your happiness) and 
finds it lacking.

(Brad Pitt) and with two words,

The film is controversial before 
it starts. The subject matter is 
volatile.

Prior to the 
interviews in Los Angeles, Pitt’s 
publicist demands waivers to be 
signed by every journalist limiting 
the line of questioning {about the 
movie only, nothing personal) and 
the publications where the stories 
will run. Norton asks for no such 
commitments. Entering the inter- 
view suite, they appear as mirror 
images of each other's self, com- 
patible opposites. Norton is the 
pale, slight intellectual, and Pitt, as 
one would-suspect, is beautiful 
and hesitant to answer questions. 
In the end, reviewing the Q&A 
transcripts, Pitt regularly defers to 
Norton, almost miming him. 
Norton regularly takes the lead, 
interjecting when Pitt falters, and,

Fight Club is a brutally satiric 
fable about men re-addressing 
their DNA make-up, going from 
renter-gatherers to hunter-gather- 
ers, from catalogues men to 
condo-cave men. But when asked 
if either actor had ever been in a 
fight, Norton immediately says no 
while Pitt sheepishly confesses, 
“Well yeah, when I was growing up 
but it’s been some time for me and 
never a fight that I provoked, I can 
tell you that,” as if he ever did, it 
would be a sign of regressive 
behavior. Of course, it is also 
important to know that Pitt had to 
have his dental caps changed dur- 
ing the film, removing the perfect 
teeth and replacing them with 
*knocked-out’ caps. 

There is a certain irony to listen- 
ing to a couple of multimillion-dol- 
lar actors espousing the message 
of abandoning the commercial 
cocoon. Norton sounds at least 
intellectually earnest in his analy- 
sis, “You reach an age when you've 
grown up and you realize I have a 
lot of those things and I’m still not 
happy. It’s about recognizing that 
you're not going to achieve spiritu- 
al peace through your home fur- 
nishings.” 

Pitt picks up the thread, “It’s like 
working from the outside in to 
achieve happiness. It’s not that 
Calvin Klein is evil. Tommy 
Hilfiger, maybe.” 

But what of the violence in the 
film? It’s ‘performance crime’, vio- 
lence which is not about outward 
aggression but rather a paring 
away of artifice. 

“The film is not a literal anar- 
chist handbook. It’s an obviously 
surreal, obviously metaphoric 


and ends at 


deserted streets looking for a way 
home. The film then follows a pile 
of characters through various 
mishaps, chance encounters and 
missed connections. But the plot is 
a thin excuse to play these charac- 
ters off each other, revealing their 
differences, expectations and val- 
ues in their momentary meetings 
and imparting to each of them a 
humanity. There’s plenty of charm, 
if not originality, and a few good 
laughs to carry the film along. 
Included in the ticket price of 
My First Night on Earth is the 9

hyperbole,” says Norton. 

The two men, both accom- 
plished in their craft but for differ- 
ent reasons, worked well together. 

“Yes, we are lovers,” Pitt con- 
tributes. And they both have 
dipped their toes into portraying 
the dark side, Norton with Ameri- 
can History X and Pitt with 12 
Monkeys. But they collectively 
sneer at those who interpreted this 
film too literally. 

“We talked about one of the 
tenets of Buddhism which states, 
‘Kill your parents, kill your god, 
kill your teacher,’ which is how we 
defined the narrator’s (Norton) 
role. Define your own ideology. 
And it’s not literally killing, but it’s 
saying learn from them, take what 
works for you, and then set your- 
self free from the teacher,” Pitt 
explains, quoting from doctrine 
that one can only pray comes from 
more in-depth study than just the 
script of Seven Years in Tibet. 

“I do think rebellion is cyclical,” 
interjects Norton when the birth of 
the Hells Angels in the post-war 
40s is mentioned. The Angels 
broke away from prescribed soci- 
ety to find their freedom and their 
manhood. 

“You get phases, like the 
impulse towards the sensitive male 
and then the response to it. That’s 
the dialectic. This film is a very 
extreme manifestation of that.”

imothy Findley and Star Wars? 
[T= that’s stretching the limits 
of absurdity for a lead? 

Well there’s a much closer tie 
than you'd expect. Star Wars cre- 
ator George Lucas is a huge disciple 
of popular mythologist Joseph 
Campbell (1904 - 1987) who in turn 
was a devoted follower of Carl 
Gustav Jung (1875 - 1961). Jung. 
Swiss psychiatrist, founder of ana- 
lytical psychology and the creator 
of the theory of the collective 
unconscious and of synchronicity is 
in his turn one of the intellectual 
cornerstones of Findley and a pro- 
tagonist in his most recent Giller 
Prize-nominated novel Pilgrim. 

The Governor General’s Award- 
winning Findley has always been 
fascinated by Jung and his philoso- 
phy and the great Swiss doctor's 
role as a mythic explorer of the 
human psyche. Findley’s Jung was 
engaging in an exciting open-ended 
intellectual pursuit. 

“That’s what this novel is about,” 
explains the 69-year-old Canlit 
scion. “It’s about the war between 
the creative aspect of human nature 
and the destructive aspect.” 

Jung wasn’t initially in the novel 
at all. Originally the book was only 
about the titular protagonist, a mys- 
terious immortal “on a journey 
through time from the Trojan War 
to the First World War, a character 
based on Teiresias (an ancient 
Greek seer who not only enjoyed 
immorality but also lived as both a 
man and a woman).” 

The twist is that Findley’s death- 
impaired Pilgrim wants desperately 
to die, so much so that he attempts 
a botched suicide that gets him 
packed off to the famous Burgholzli 
Psychiatric Clinic in Zurich. No 
sooner had the ever-articulate 
Findley deposited his fictional 
charge at the madhouse’s gate when 
he realized that there was Jung 
“waiting at the door.” Jung had been 
a resident at the Burgholzli before 
he gained worldwide attention for 
his philosophy. 

That moment when Jung entered

the text was for Findley “a great 
gift,” almost like reuniting with an 
old friend, says the Order of Canada 
recipient and the beginning of a 
great war between Pilgrim and Jung 
— a battle that would ultimately 
provoke the philosopher's great 
work: the immortal Pilgrim granting 
the gift of universal subconscious 
upon the crusty psychoanalyst. 

But why Jung? Why does Jung 
(and later Campbell) inspire artists 
so? “Their job was to open doors, 
unlike Freud who shut doors. It’s 
wonderful that artists like Lucas 
have chosen to explore those 
aspects of what our story is about.” 

One needs only to glance at 
Findley’s body of work to see the 
truth of that last statement. 
Historical settings (The Wars), the 
blending of mythic and historic 
characters into conventional fiction 
(Famous Last Words, Not Wanted 
on the Voyage and The Telling of 
Lies) and characters painfully 
exploring the construction of identi- 
ty and the very meaning of human 
existence sometimes at the cost of 
their very sanity (The Last of the 
Crazy People, Headhunter and The 
Piano Man's Daughter) abound. 

Like Jung, the line between the 
spiritual and prosaic blur. 

“Spirit — what makes you, you, 
what you are — that’s part of the 
great mystery,” said Findley. “Why 
is it that I write? Everything drew 
me to this expression that I couldn't 
explore in other avenues. . . . In the 
movie The Red Shoes, a ballerina is 
asked why she dances and she 
answers ‘because I must.’ That’s 
why I write. The spirit demands that 
I do so and do so in this manner and 
when the spirit speaks, a writer 
should listen.”

he question is: what would hap- 

pen if every writer stopped sub- 

mitting manuscripts to publish- 
ers and started printing their own 
pooks? There would be anarchy! 
Or, in the case of Edmonton poet 
Jocko, this would be an anarchist’s 
dream. And that’s the title of 
Jocko’s self-published book of poet- 
ry, An Anarchist Dream. 

What? You've never heard of it? 
Geez, it was only released, what, 
two years ago now. Back then, 
Jocko printed 500 copies of it. He 
has sold somewhere less than 200 
copies so far. Such are the pitfalls of 
self-publishing, says Katherine 
Shute, executive director of the 
Book Publishers Association of 
Alberta. 

“Tve had too many calls from too 
many writers with too many books 
and no way to sell them,” said 
Shute. “If Jocko had looked into it 
— and I’m sure he did — he would 
see that if a poetry book in Canada 
sells 700 copies, that’s a lot. He 
could have printed off 250 copies to 
start and make a decision about 
doing the next 250 later.” 

The low-cost solution is simple: 
photocopying. 


“The quality these days is so 
much better,” said Shute. “Produce 
a smaller run to begin with and put 
your money into binding instead of 
printing.” 

Publishers also heed the advice 
Shute is not the first to give. 

“Advertise. Get publicity. Send 
out media releases and comps to 
potential reviewers. Books don’t

Heart-smart pasta cookbook like a Cooking 101 course

t's no surprise that Rose 

Reisman, author of the recently 

released Sensationally Light 
Pasta and Grains, has sold 
almost a million cookbooks in 
Canada alone. 

There's a clarity to her prose as 
there is in her conversation and 
general comportment. This is an 
articulate writer who knows her 
audience (for her cookbooks and 
her TV cooking show) and has the 
confidence and talent to commu- 
nicate just the right amount and 
the right kind of information. 

I tested out Reisman’s cook- 
book before we met for lunch last 
week at Donna, the stylish new 
eatery in the Citadel Theatre. I 
found the recipes easy to follow 
with a minimum of ingredients,

yet all embodied an’ enviable 
sophistication (Curried Vegetable 
Chicken Fettuccine and Chinese 
Ginger Chicken over Fettuccine 
were instant house favorites). 

“I have a lot of single readers,” 
explains Reisman. 

Reisman was also one of the 
first writers to embrace low-fat 
cooking, but always doing so 
while dodging unhealthy 
extremes. 

“Study after study has shown 
that low-fat cooking is healthier, 
but you have to avoid the fads like 
the Suzanne Somers diet,” she 
says. “Those diets can rob you of 
calcium, rob you of roughage, and 
you gain back all the weight in six 
months to a year. 

“Rather, if they are going to

ers to pick foods they like,” she 
explains. “Personally I hate tofu; if 
someone loves meat, cook meat, 
just cook it healthier and realize 
you can't indulge on a regular 
basis.” 

Reisman suggests budding 
chefs give themselves a “cooking 
101 course” from the many great 
cookbooks on the market (includ- 
ing hers, of course). 

“It’s a question of educating 
yourself, making the right choices 
and using the calories in your dish- 
es where it counts. You can’t elim- 
inate all the fat, you have to 
adapt,” says Reisman who does a 
lot of adapting on behalf of her 
readers in her cookbooks. 

Her research process includes 
three or four months of sifting 
through 400 to 500 recipes (boiled

arrangements animals come up 
with. Bagemihl describes an 
example of two female bears 
raising their four cubs together 
or a type of sandpiper who 
sometimes parents as a trio. 
“Sometimes the females will 
have sex with each other as 
well as with the males and 
sometimes females only have 
sex with the males,” Sounds 
like a hoot.
